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ROOSEVELT 
IS DEAD 


The End Came Follow- 
ing Rheumatic 
Troubles 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—The 
death of Theodore Roosevelt in 
his sleep at four o'clock this morn- 
ing caused a distinct shock 
throughout the civilized world, 
when the news became known. 
He had remained up until 11 
o’clock the night before. His 
wife on visiting his room this 
morning discovered him dead. 
The funeral will be private and 
will be held from the Christ’s 
Episcopal Church at Oyster Bay. 
Interment will. be in Young's 
Memorial cemetery. 

Flags are flying at half staff 
throughout the Nation, and tele- 
grams of condolence are being re- 
ceived from every part of the 
Globe. 

It is believed that the death of 
Quentin Roosevelt in France con- 
tributed largely to Roosevelt's 
condition which led to his death. 
Roosevelt was proud of Quentin’s 
achievements and bore up under 
the sorrow, following the news 
of his death, with fortitude, in 
keeping with his spirit in public! 
life 

He did not carry his heart on 
his sleeve and suffered the most 
poignant grief silently. He tried’
